Huppose you were marooned off in 
the nrtle region and your matches had 
all gotten wet and yon were unable 
to work the old trlek of making fire 
by rubbing two sticks together; what 
would you do? The answer is not so 
difficult. You would make a lens or 
burning glass out of ice, and by let­ 
ting the suns rays pass through this 
glass and focus them on small bits 
of wood or the like yon could soon 


kindle a nice blaze. To make such a 
burning gloss, you chip a flat piece j 
of Ice alsmt an Inche thick and four 
Inches In diameter roughly into the 
shape of a lens. Then you smooth the 
surfaces of the lens by rubbing them 
wdth the palm* of your hands. Thla 
will melt the lee a little and give a j 
lens that is almost as good as one 
made of glass. 
It seems like a para­ 
dox to use anything as cold as Ice to 
produce a fire, but the thing Is entire­ 
ly practical.—Lometa Reporter.

Perhaps it is a little rhetorical t< 
say that agricultural prospects were 
"never better tlma they are this year’ 
but they are certainly In*tter than f«n 
the past two years, ami they are «le 
eldcdly lM»tter than a good many p«*o 
pi«; seem to believe. Indeed, tin* most 
certain prosp*M*t of greatly improve 
conditions in the Fall is the outlook 
for agriculture. The crops of tin* com 
ing year, unless 
weather condition 
are unusually favorable, are going t< 
he more profitable than those of tin 
past two years and from the moment 
the sale of those crops begin we slial 
undoubtedly witness the real opening 
of the period of prosperity for the en 
tire country which is on tin* way. 


(D. C. Mooring.) 
It 1« Just f»s essential to cultivate 
fruit trees as any other growing crop. 
Bometimes the trees are plowed In tin 
spring and left the rest of the year 
without any further care, so far as 
cultivation is concerned. An excep­ 
tion 1» where a 
cultivated 
crop is 
growing liefweon the tree*. 
While the 
tree» are young, a cultivated row crop 
may Ik * grown between the trees so 
long as lit doe» not compete with the 
trees for the same moisture and plant 
food. Therefore, each 
year 
as the 
trees grow, mote tin* 
crop 
further 
away from tin* trees 
ami 
When tin* 
trees are well into bearing cease grow­ 
ing a spring crop among tin* trees nt 
all. 
A soil that is well cultivated will, 
(1) Catch much more moisture, includ­ 
ing rains ami snows, (2) Conserve the 
moisture, (8) Kee pdown grass and 
weeds, (4) Aerate tin* soil that is t»er- 
mlit of free air circulation, which is 
necessary to the life and development 
of the roots. 
Tin* first cultivation in the spring 
should in* four or five inches deep 
with whatever 
available 
tool is at 
hind. Be careful not to skin the tr<*e. 
In cas«> your trees are growing in 
the yard, where it is ntiot practical to 
use horse power in cultivation, a spade 
or moe may be used. Where a hand 
tool is used loosen tin* soil under the 
tree and at least a foot or two lieyond 
the extent of the limbs. 
Tin* cultivation should lM*gin in ear­ 
ly April and continue until mid-sum­ 
mer under normal conditions and «lur­ 
ing the dry season 
the 
cultivation 
should c«mtlnue until the last of sum- 
mer. After tin* first cultivation, which 
is the «h*ep one. the other cultivations 
should Im* merely to 
establish 
soil 
jnuk'U,
